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T WO-ſuch great Armies 25 thoſe of tle Prince of Waldeck, and of the

have inform'd us, it could not well be expeQted they ſhould be Tong in 

ſuch a Poſture without entring upon Action : And accordingly we have now an 

Account of a conſiderable Rencounter that happened between them,on the 2 5 of 

Auguſt, N. S. wherein the French were the Aggreſſors, but to their own loſs, 

as you may ſee by the Letter which the Prince of Waldeck writ to the States- 
General, and which he ſent them by an Expreſs, The Letter is as follows : 


Highty and Mighty Lords, T7 
Pon the Advice we received this Morning, That the Mareſchal D' Humieres 
was upon his March with his whole Army, which within a few days had been 
Re inforced with Six Thouſand Men, we fired ſome Pieces of Cannon, to intimate this 
motion to a great party of Tour Lordſhips Army which was gone out to Forage : In the 
mean while the Van-Guard of the Enemy attacked the Village Forge, where were 
Poſted Eight Hundred Foot, to cover the Forragers; they were Commanded by the 
Engliſh Collone! Hodges, by Lieutenant- Collonel Goes, and by the Major of the Re- 
griment of Heſle 5 this Attack laſted Two Hours, and our Men behav'd themſelves 
with an unexpreſfible Courage, until ſuch time as that Monfieur Roo, Major of 
Frorſe, who had been ſent to bring back the Lieutenant-Generals, Webbenum, Marl- 
borough,and DY Hubi,with the Forragers came in to their Succours with ſome Gaval- 
ry ; then our Men fought Retreating againſt the whole French Army.which came pouring - 
upon them, until-that they came to a rifing Ground near the little City of Walcour, 
| where we had poſted a Battalion of the > ove of Lunenburg, which was alſo Re- 
inforced with another of Colonel Holle ; The French attack'd this Citywith the ut- 
moſt fury during Two Fours and a half. | Lientenant-Geveral Ailva advauc'd to Siit- 
cour it, withThree Regiments,of which he had detach'd that of theBrigadierTalmuſch:
